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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . Acknowledgment is made in the receipt of the oath filed April 28, 2004. 

Specification 



2. Applicant is reminded of the proper language and format for an abstract of the disclosure. 

The abstract should be in narrative form and generally limited to a single paragraph on a 
separate sheet within the range of 50 to 150 words. It is important that the abstract not exceed 
150 words in length since the space provided for the abstract on the computer tape used by the 
printer is limited. The form and legal phraseology often used in patent claims, such as "means" 
and "said," should be avoided. The abstract should describe the disclosure sufficiently to assist 
readers in deciding whether there is a need for consulting the full patent text for details. 

The language should be clear and concise and should not repeat information given in the 
title. It should avoid using phrases which can be implied, such as, "The disclosure concerns," 
"The disclosure defined by this invention," "The disclosure describes," etc. 

The phrase "means" in line 2 should be removed. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §103 

3. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

4. This application currently names joint inventors. In considering patentability of the 
claims under 35 U.S.C. 103(a), the examiner presumes that the subject matter of the various 
claims was commonly owned at the time any inventions covered therein were made absent any 
evidence to the contrary. Applicant is advised of the obligation under 37 CFR 1.56 to point out 
the inventor and invention dates of each claim that was not commonly owned at the time a later 
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invention was made in order for the examiner to consider the applicability of 35 U.S.C. 103(c) 
and potential 35 U.S.C. 102(e), (f) or (g) prior art under 35 U.S.C. 103(a). 
5. Claims 1-6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over WO 02/10609 
to Baumann et al. in view of US 4,375,250 to Burgdorf. 

Re-claim 1, Baumann et al. teaches a disk brake with mechanical self-boosting, 
comprising: caliper (the figures suggest a floating caliper, since an actuator does not exist on 
each side of the disk brake), a caliper guide is common with a floating caliper brake, an actuating 
unit 16, a self boosting mechanism (ramp elements 46 and 48), the self boosting mechanism has 
one brace (interpreted as the adjacent wall portion) and another brace 54 located transversely to 
the brake disk on the caliper. However, Baumann et al. fails to illustrate a brake bracket for 
securing the caliper relative to the rotating disk 14, as is common in the art. 

Burgdorf teaches a floating caliper disk brake with a brake bracket 14 for supporting the 
caliper relative to the disk rotor 16. The bracket is adjacent the wall portion of the caliper to take 
up forces during a braking operation, see column 4 lines 21-23. It would have been obvious to 
one of ordinary skill in the art to have provided the disk brake of Baumann et al. with a brake 
bracket having portions adjacent the caliper wall as taught by Burgdorf, thus providing the disk 
brake with adequate support for taking up forces generated during braking operations. 

Re-claim 2, the self-boosting mechanism is received displaceably in the caliper. 

Re-claim 3, the self-boosting mechanism comprises a ramp mechanism. 

Re-claim 4, the disk brake comprises an electromechanical actuating unit. 

Re-claim 5, Baumann et al. fails to teach a hydraulically actuated disk brake. 
Hydraulically actuated disk brakes are common in the art as taught by Burgdorf. It would have 
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been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art to have provided the disk brake of Baumann et al. 
with a hydraulic actuating unit as taught by Burgdorf, as each unit is considered functionally 
equivalent. 

Re-claim 6, the actuating unit is mounted on the caliper. 



6. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure. Schautt and Eksergian each disclose a disk brake with mechanical self-boosting.
